THIS MONTH'S COVER 


Pictured on the cover is part of a 
private collection of what is commonly 
known today as “Tea Leaf Lustre”. It 
is an ironstone china pattern which 
was popularized from 1850 to the turn 
of the century, and is now taking its 
place as one of the more “sought 
after” by collectors. The design was 
originally called “Edge Line and 
Spray” by the manufacturers, later 
“Lustre Spray” by some of its owners, 
and now the “Tea Leaf Lustre” no- 
menclature has been adopted. Meakin, 
and Johnson Brothers are reported to 
have been the leaders in the manu- 
facture of ironstone china in general, 
and their “Tea Leaf” was the most 
popular from 1850 to 1910 during 
which time it was copied by other 
ironstone makers. 

On the cover is seen: 

Top Row: Wedgwood & Co. England, 
3-piece coffee set (note ribbed 
paneling on bases). 

2nd Row: (a) Anthony Shaw mug with 
raised berries on and around handle. 
(b) Uncovered bowl—unmarked ex- 
cept for artist’s brush stroke identi- 
fication. 

(c) Soup Ladle unmarked except for 

artist’s brush stroke identification. 

Belongs to tureen on bottom row 

and is a difficult piece for collectors 

to locate because its original use 
exposed it to breakage more than 
most pieces. 

(d) Uncovered bowl not marked but 

part of Wedgwood set on top row. 

(Note identical ribbed paneling on 

base). 

3rd Row: (a) Small covered Wedgwood 


vegetable tureen, 

(b) Shallow compote on standard 

marked Wedgwood & Co., England 

but bearing different trade mark 
from other Wedgwood pieces shown, 

This is another ‘uncommon’ find in 

“Tea Leaf”.

miniature ladle on separate match- 

ing tray. Johnson Bros., Royal Iron- 
stone china.

note raised leaf and scroll designs 
on tureen base, also carried out on 
tray. 

Besides the makers names listed 
above, any of the following makers 
identifications can be found on “Tea 
Leaf Lustre” ironstone. Some of these 
makers marked the china plain iron- 
stone, some, opaque stone china, and 
others, Royal Ironstone China. They 
are H. Burgess, Burslem; Mellor, Tay- 
lor & Co. England; Anthony Shaw & 
Son, England; A. J. Wilkinson, Eng- 
land; J. Clemenson, England. 

In addition to the “tea leaf lustre” 
which is a copper lustre application, 
a flat brown tea leaf pattern (without 
lustre) and a gold tea leaf lustre were 
manufactured. It is believed that the 
flat brown tea leaf was unintentional 
and was merely a piece that failed to 
have the copper lustre application 
effect applied at the factory. Not too 
many pieces are in existence, to the 
writer’s knowledge.

Scrimshaw

OMANCE and adventure go hand 
R in hand with antiques, for life of 
a century or more ago was not so 
simple as life today. With a flick of a 
switch, the mid-twentieth century 
generation can flood a room with light. 
Fifty years ago gas light was con- 
sidered modern, a far step from the 
kerosene lamps of the post-Civil War 
days. But earlier still, were the whale 
oil, or sperm oil lamps used in the late 
eighteenth and early nineteenth cen- 
turies. Most collectors of antiques are 
familiar with this early type of illumi- 
nation, but perhaps few pause to con- 
sider the hardships and risks involved 
in procuring the precious whale oil. 
Although records show that crude 
oil was distilled and used for fuel in 
Constantinople, and other sections of 
the Near and Far East, as early as 
200 A.D., it was practically unknown 
until 1859. In that year, Edwin Drake’s 
famous well was drilled at Titusville, 
Pennsylvania, and the production, dis- 
tillation, and utilization of oil followed, 
on a world wide scale. Prior to this, 
illumination was dependent upon the 
whale, or sperm oil, and during the 
late 1700’s and early 1800’s, whaling 
was the principle industry of New 
Bedford, Mass., and New Bedford was 
the whaling center of the east coast. 
Practically every man and woman in 
this thriving town was dependent 
upon it for a livelihood. There were 
the whalemen who risked their lives 
for long periods, in the dangerous 
business of whale fishing. But there 
were many other industries, too, re- 
volving around whaling, that flour- 
ished during this period. There was 
the shipsmith who forged and fash- 
ioned the “irons”, called “harpoons” 
by the layman. The cooper shop made 
the casks for storing the sperm oil.

There were the sailmaker’s shop, and 
the rigger’s loft. In this latter shop 
was originated a rare device called a 
“heaving block”, and many of the im- 
plements used in rigging a ship were 
native to New Bedford. 

Rope used in harpooning was made 
by the New Bedford Cordage Com- 
pany. The whaleboat shops con- 
structed the boats carried by the 
whaleship, and on Robert E.’Perry’s 
trip to the North Pole, he carried a 
whaleboat from New Bedford. 

But it is the lives of the whalemen 
themselves, that spin the thread of 
romance and adventure. These brave 
and rugged men sailed to the icy 
waters of the Arctic and North Pacific. 
The long voyages kept them from 
home for periods of eighteen months 
to four years, and it requires but little 
imagination to picture the months of 
anxious waiting for the mothers, 
wives, and sweethearts, at home. 
There was no possibility of communi- 
cation, once these men set out to sea, 
only weeks and months of worry, and 
prayerful waiting. These were the 
days when home could boast a 
“widow’s walk”, that railed balcony 
built around the top of the house. 
From there many a wife or sweetheart,

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and even the whaling merchant, 
strained eyes seaward for the first 
glimpse of the sails curving over the 
horizon. 

To the whalemen, themselves, these 
long weeks of sailing to the whaling 
ground offered a monotonous exist- 
ence. There was little to do aboard 
ship. To keep the men contented, and 
to occupy their leisure time, the 
second-mate would portion out scraps 
of bone, whale’s teeth, tortoise shell, 
or any material at hand. From these 
bits the sailors fashioned what is 
know as “scrimshaw’”. This word 
covers a variety of objects such as 
canes, busks, used in the fronts of 
corsets, “swifts” and reels for winding 
yarn, for this was the period when 
women knit their stockings and socks. 
To own a swift, was the aspiration of 
nearly every New Bedford woman. 
Chessmen, ditty boxes, bodkins, cro- 
chet shuttles, cribbage boards, paper 
knives and dominoes, were some of 
the other things made from the whale- 
bone and ivory. 

Uppermost in the minds of these 
sea-faring men, was the thought of 
home, and New England pie. Con- 
sequently, most every sailor, at some 
time during the long voyage, made a 
jagging wheel. This is an implement 
for crimping the edge of pie crust. 
Most of the scrimshaw was beautifully 
executed, and revealed an artistry 
hardly expected of these sturdy men 
of the sea. The tools used in fashioning 
the objects were crude—a jack-knife, 
saws, files, and gimlets made of nails, 
for drilling the holes. Finishing was 
done with wood ashes, and a polish 
was acquired by rubbing with the 
palms of the hands. In one antique 
shop in New Bedford were many lovely 
boxes made by whalemen. These were 
inlaid with ivory, whalebone or .tor- 
toise shell. Scroll work, rippled flags, 
and eagles, were some of the most 
popular designs, and these were so 
expertly done as to be a credit to the 
most accomplished artist working with 
the finest tools of today. Other 
examples of scrimshaw are to be 
found also and make interesting 
collectors’ items. 


Intriguing for the collector, also, is 
the search for Liverpool ware, for it 
was during this same period that this 
pottery was in great favor. Often the 
whaleships would stop over in the 
English ports, and the men would 
purchase a pitcher or bowl as a gift 
for a relative or friend. Much of this 
ware was decorated with the pictures 
of sailing ships bearing the Stars and 
Stripes, and frequently the name of 
the ship, and the name of the sailing 
master were printed below the design. 

This ware, which originated in 
Liverpool, was first produced shortly 
after the close of the Revolutionary 
War, and was made in order to 
stimulate American trade and erase 
any feeling of bitterness which still 
might exist as the result of the recent 
war with England. 

Although sailing ships were among 
the most popular, there were: many 
other designs. Decorations pertaining 
to George Washington followed his 
death in 1799. Portraits, monuments, 
or phrases of eulogy, were most fre- 
quently used. Events in American his- 
tory offered subjects for decoration, 
also, and the administrations of Wash-

ANY collectors and buyers of 
M antiques feel they must enter 

antiques shops with an attitude 
commonly displayed in pawn shops. 
They put on a “dead pan” expression 
when confronted with the object of 
their desire, pausing over this and that 
piece with simulated interest. The idea 
behind this method, of course, is to 
purchase for a song or for a moderate 
price those things which may add to 
a collection. But it is a short-term 
policy. A collector who harbors this 
philosophy should re-evaluate his or 
her position. 

As a collector of old shaving mugs, 
I find it helpful over the years to enter 
a shop and announce immediately the 
fact that I am looking over the place 
in hopes of finding a rare mug. The 
dealer is impressed with my frankness 
and lack of guile. I have made a last- 
ing friend who will get in touch with 
me next year, perhaps, with a real 
find. If the dealer is ignorant of shav- 
ing mug prices and asks me about the 
mug, I try to give him a true picture. 
It may cost me more but I profit in the 
long run. The hit-and-run buyer walks 
out with a rare mug purchased cheap 
from an unsuspecting dealer but when 
the latter discovers the mistake, weeks 
or months later, this particular col- 
lector or buyer has planted the seed 
of a lasting resentment. 

If you are a collector with a heavy 
correspondence between yourself and 
dealers and scouts, you could profit by 
having printed your own stationery 
announcing by its makeup your par- 
ticular field of interest. For example, I 
use a loud canary colored sheet with 
photograph of various types of old 
shaving mugs. There is a very short 
key to the types of mugs printed at 
the right of the picture, while a list of 
publications in which I have had 
articles and photographs appears at 
the left of the illustrated mugs. This

interesting surprises at the Sign 

of the Eagle and Child. We finally 
got the carpenter back to explore the 
secret chamber which Captain Henry 
and he discovered behind the paneling 
in the dining room. They took shovels 
and a pick and went to work digging 
at the end of the underground passage 
under the garden. The stones were 
laid in the shape of a triangle and 
Captain Henry cleared the earth away 
carefully when they dug the stones 
up.

The spoons were rat-tail spoons, and 
the mark on the back was “J.C.” Cap- 
tain Henry said he thought this must 
be John Coney who was another silver- 
smith located in Boston and his skill 
as an engraver was so fine that he was 
chosen to make the plates for the first 
paper money issued in the American 
colonies. Paul Revere’s father, Apollus 
(the name was Apollus Revoir, French 
Hugenot descendants) was apprenticed 
to John Coney and learned the art of 
silversmithing from him. 

The porringer had the same initials 
and Captain Henry believes that this 
also was one of John Coney’s pieces.

could hardly talk. She says that as 
soon as she can, she is going to take 
a trip to Boston and New York and 
look at some of the examples of the 
early silversmiths in the museums 
there. She asked Captain Henry how 
the family came to have such priceless 
possessions. Captain Henry said he 
had heard a story that during the 
Revolution an old servant of the 
family had buried the silver but that 
they never had been able to find it. By 
the time the war was over and the 
male members of the family returned 
home, the old man had died and his 
secret had died with him. He had 
never told anyone, even the family, 
where he had buried it, because they 
were afraid it would be confiscated by 
the British. Captain Henry has been 
reading up about silversmithing in 
New England, and he said that Boston 
was the commercial center of the 
colonies and because of this, much 
Spanish bullion found its way there in 
trade. Banking facilities of those days 
were rather crude and the English 
shilling fluctuated to such an extent 
that the colonists melted down much 
of this coin to make articles for 
domestic use. Later these same articles 
were melted down when funds became 
scarce, so many of the old silver 
pieces were re-converted into currency, 
which accounts for the few pieces left 
today. 


Captain Henry says he is going to 
search the old passageway further 
when he gets time, as he wants to see 
whether anything else is buried there, 
and he would like to find its opening 
into the garden. He feels there must 
have been an outlet somewhere, as an 
emergency exit from the house. 


Miss Mary has just bought an old 
spinet which she picked up at an 
auction sale recently. This started her 
on the history of old pianos and she 
found that the first piano believed to 
have been made in America was made 
in Philadelphia by John Behrent. She 
found an old advertisement which 
read “John Behrent, joiner. in 3rd 
Street (opposite Coates burying ground 
below Brown Street).”

Abraham Lincoln letter, dated April 2, 7.45, 1865, owned by G. Lester Smith, 


Wolcott, N. Y. antiques dealer. 


EOPLE say these days that a 
Prrere’ find is no longer possible. 

You could not prove this state- 
ment by Mr. Smith, who recently and 
quite proudly purchased the above 
letter at the “tail end” of an auction 
sale. For a “very reasonable” price 
too, he admits. The auctioneer had 
purchased a complete antiques busi- 
ness in Albany, and was disposing of 
it, when Mr. Smith made his lucky 
find. The letter bears the famous A. 
Lincoln signature in ink faded with 
the years, and has been examined and 
authenticated by Dr. Rufus Wilson of 
Elmira, N. Y. an authority on Lincoln. 
It is being offered for sale through Dr. 
Wilson. 

The printed letterhead reads: Head 
Quarters Armies of the United States. 
Below this is hand written, “City Point, 
April 2, 7,45, 1865” 

The body of the letter reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Last night Gen. Grant telegraphed 
that Sheridan with his cavalry and the 
5th corps has captured three brigades 


of infantry, a train of wagons, and 
several batteries of prisoners amount- 
ing to several thousands. This morning 
Gen. Grant, having ordered an attack 
along the whole line, telegraphed as 
follows: 

“Both Wright and Parks got thru the 
enemy lines — The battle now rages 
furiously. Sheridan with his cayalry, 
the 5th corps, and Miles division of the 
2nd corps, which was sent to him since 
1 this a.m., is now sweeping down from 
the West. All now looks highly favor- 
able. Over is engaged, but I have not 
yet heard the result in his front.” 

“Robert yesterday wrote a little 
cheerful note to Capt. Penrose, which 
is all I have heard of him since you 
left. Copy to Secretary of War. 


A. LINCOLN 


There is no salutation to this letter, 
leaving no indication to whom it may 
have been written—with the exception 
of the noted contents, which might 
prompt one to believe it was written 
to the Secretary of War.

but Captain Henry says he doesn’t 
know where she is going to put it, she 
has such a collection of things already. 

The other day a dealer stopped to 
see Miss Mary about her china and 
brought a piece of Meissen or Dresden 
with the two crossed swords on it, 
with two lines or scratches through 
the swords. Miss Mary said that this 
meant that the china had been a piece 
which was not up to standard, and 
this was the way it was factory 
marked, with the scratches through 
the swords. The dealer was a fine 
young man and he said he didn’t know 
about this, but was glad to have the 
information. 


I must tell you about a friend in the 
neighborhood, Miss Lindsay, who 
comes in to help Miss Mary some- 
times with the shop and with her 
sewing. She has been a friend of 
Captain Henry’s family since she was 
a girl, and so we take a great interest 
in her. Even a house has its old 
friends. Well, Miss Lindsay said her 
people were originally Scotch but 
settled here in the early days, so Cap- 
tain Henry looked up the family 
genealogy in one of his old English 
books and the story was quite an in- 
teresting one. The name Lindsay was 
originally Limesi, which is French. It 
was customary for younger sons to 
take the name of the manor, or the 
seigniory, as the French call it, and 
this branch took the name of the 
seigniory of Limesi. The family, Cap 
tain Henry said, was a branch of the 
great house of Toeni or De Toeni, from 
which the name of Taney is probably 
derived. They were with Duke William 
at the Conquest of England and were 
given great grants of land in Somer- 
set, Hartford, Devon, Gloucester, North- 
umberland, Warwick, Nottingham, Es- 
sex, Norfolk and Suffolk. One of the 
sons, Balderic de Limesay, held lands 
from the Earl of Chester, and was the 
ancestor of the family of Limesy or 
Lindsay in Scotland, from which 
sprung the powerful Earls of Crawford 
and Becares and the Dukes of Mon- 
trose.

The prices listed below were com- 
piled from advertised prices in “The 
Spinning Wheel” during the January 
to June 1947 period. The reader should 
not assume that these are standard 
prices. They are merely prices ‘asked’ 
by our advertisers, and their publica- 
tion (in this grouping) is intended to 
serve as a guide to both buyer and 
seller. 

They are being published as an aid 
to the-uninitiated — both dealer and 
collector — whose pleas for market 
value of these items reach us daily. 
It is our hope that the list will be 
profitable from many standpoints, and 
particularly serve as a check list 
against the January-June 1948 period 
in observing the trend of the market.

CHINA 


In this classification, with the ex- 
ception of Staffordshire ware, the 
absence of earlier pieces is quite no- 
ticeable and we see the increased 
listing of later period china items such 
as Austrian, Bavarian, Chinese, Ger- 
man, and of course Limoges, Haviland 
predominating. This should not indi- 
cate to the reader that the earlier 
items are no longer available, but 
rather, to the writers way of thinking, 
are already well underway to having 
been collected, and secondly are be- 
ing hunted by dealers for these col- 
lectors, making them less likely to be 
announced for sale to the general 
public. 

A few good early pieces were ad- 
vertised during this period and will be 
included below. The collector should 
not, when reviewing this group, look 
with disdain upon the 25 to 50 year 
old group. This group, though dated 
perhaps from our own grandmothers, 
or even mother’s day, contains its 
share of beauteous and fine workman- 
ship well worth preserving — now.

It is disparag- 
ing to hear a few refer to this type of 
collecting as “junk” — but on second 
thought, it might be called a natural 
succession of sentiment. If we look 
backward, even by decades, we see 
evidence of the same comments on 
pieces that are now part of today’s 
valuable collections. Remember???
